This is the underlying meaning of 
the welcome tidings that the United States is prepared to sup- 
port forthwith a new inter-American development bank with 
million in credits in its vaults. Not so long ago, this 
couniry was firmly cpposed to the formation of a special 
bank for the hemisphere, and took an uncle-knows-best at- 
titude about the repeated requests for such an institution. The 
reversal in attitude reflects the growing awareness that there 
is some validity in the Latin American complaint of neglect. 

It is also cause for thanks that the Administration has fol- 
lowed up its change of heart by presenting to the hemisphere 

: well-prepared and realistic plan for achieving the goal. This 

k, a specialized committee of the Organiation of American 
States will consider a United States position paper which sets 
forth a proposed charter for the new instrument modeled on 
that of the World Bank. Of the initial capitalization, this country 
is ready to subscribe $400 million, half in currency and the 
rest available on call. Most important, the new bank will pro- 
vide for “two windows”—one for hard loans at bankable in- 
terest rates repayable in dollars, and the other for soft loans 
repayable in the local currency of the borrower. 

This seems a good start for a potentially invaluable institu- 
tion. If it falls short of some soaring Latin American expecta- 
tions, it also notably surpasses the far lower capitalization base 
which some officials in Washington had gloomily anticipated. 
But to be truly effective, the bank must be part of an integral 
development plan aimed at raising living standards throughout 
the hemisphere, along the lines of Brazil’s proposed ‘Opera- 
tion Pan-America’. The news that a bank will be born is not a 
substitute for the framing of such a regional plan, but it does 
mark an immense stride forward”.

The tax 
payable by individuals is divided 
into two rates, a “proportional” 
rate, varying with the source of 
revenue and calculated on the 
total net revenue in each category, 
and a “progressive” rate, im- 
posed on the total net income re- 
ceived from the various categories, 
minus allowable deductions. The 
rates applicable in the various 
categories range from two to ten 
per cent. The rates of the pro- 
gressive tax on individual incomes 
range from three per cent on net 
incomes between 60,000 and 90,000 
cruzeiros to fifty per cent on net 
incomes exceeding three million 
cruzeiros,

for young children. In general, 
water is filtered. Special precau- | 
tions are generally observed in| 
consuming milk and fresh vege- | 
tables because of the danger of 
intestinal parasites. Pasteurized 
milk is available. 

Satisfactory medical service and 
hospital care are to be had in 
most of the larger cities. Fees are 
about what they are in the United 
States and vary to some extent 
in accordance with the ability to 
pay. Domestically produced drugs 
and pharmaceuticals are available 
in wide variety, but imported pre- 
parations are relatively expensive 
and may be difficult to obtain.
